AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 


Mr. Samuel B. RugglM hat recently 


published a pamphlet containing the 
agricultural statistic! of this country. 
From it are gathered the following 
items of interest: Of the whole area ol 
tho States and Territories, viz: 1,897,- 
055,220 acres, more than 188,912,833 
are improved. The growth of agricul- 
tural produetion has more than 
kept 


pace with the growth of population in 
tho last thirty years. In 1840 the pop- 
ulation of the United States was 17,- 
069,453; in 1870 it was 38,558,371. 
The wheat grown in 1840 amounted to 
104,811,175 bushels; in 1870, 287,- 
745,656 bushels. The manufacture of 
butter and cheese was represented in 
the former year by 202,410,440 pounds 
in the latter by 677,018,095. Between 
the yours 1840 and 1870 the yield of 
hay wan almost'twbled. In 1850 the 
cash value of farms, ;inoluding live 
stock, implements, maohineiy was 93,- 
967,343,580, in 1870 it was $11,124,- 
958,747. The production of hay was 
twice as groat. 
The value of animals 


slaughtered increased from $111,703,- 
142 to $393,956,377 ; thejield of to- 
bacco from $199,752,655 to $262,735,- 
341 ; of wheat from $109,468,574 to 
$287,745,626. The yield of the cot- 
ton crop in bales wits 2,459,093 iu 
1850. 
In 1870 it was 3,011,996. The 


rice and sugar crops show a falling off. 
The former fell from 215,313,487 to 
73,635,021. The value of the products 
of our manufactures rose from 81,019,- 
106,610 to $4,232,325,493. In 1870 
tho agricultural population amounted 
to 5,922,471 persons. Of these 5,303,- 
363 wore natives of the United States.

TRIAL OT JAMES ASD TBU8TES 


ADAMS FOB THE HTJKDEB 


OF JOBS 8TAAP. 


On Thursday afternoon the trial was 


continued, and a large number of wit- 
nesses were examined in behalf of the 
defense. In the examination of most oi 
them witnesses the defense sought to 
prove the good character of the prison 
ere for peace and good order, and also to 
establish the. fact that Staap had a large 
pruning knife which he usually carried 
about him, and was likely to have had 
upon his person on the occasion of the 
homicide. 


The defense labors strenuously to es- 


tablish the probability that Staap bad 
the knife about him on the morning he 
was killed, as that would go far to cor- 
roborate the testimony of the prisoners 
H to Staap advancing upon the older 
Adams with a knife, which they both 
swore he did on tho preliminary exami- 
nation. 


Another thing which the defense is 


seeking to establish is that Staupp had a 
bitter and revengeful feeling toward the 
Adamses and had made threats against 
them. One witness testified that on a 
certain occasion he met deceased, «nd 
that he (8taap) then said that if Ad- 
am's cattle came around his place any 
more he (Staap) would cut or kill. 


Some other testimony was introduced 


going to show ill feeling onthe part of 
Staap toward the Adamses, all of 
which will of course strengthen the 
probabilities that the former at least ad- 
vanced upon the elder Adams in a" men- 
acing and threatening manner, on the 
occasion ef the killing. 


The case was resumed at the opening 


of court on Friday morning. The first 
witness put upon tho stand was James 
Adams. His testimony was to the effect 
that he in company witli his son Tius- 
tcn and James Tuckci, the hired man, 
went to the house of Staap for the 
purpose of getting the cattle which the 
latter had penned up. That he asked 
the amount of damages and upon being 
informed that sit dollars was demand- 
ed he refused to pay it, and told Staap 
that he would pay two dollars or leave 
it to the people. Staap said he could 
not have them for less than six dollars 
Adams then said his family was sick and 
ho needed the milk of the cow, and ho 
would have them any v ay, and called 
upon bis son and James Tucker to drive 
the cattle out und he would open the 
gate, and when within about ten feet of 
it he looked around and saw Staap 
coming toward him with a knife. He 
called out "see the son of a bitch dom- 
ing with a knife." Ho several times or- 
dered Staap to halt, which he refused to 
do, and when deceased was within about 
eight feet of him he threw a brickbat at 
him, which ho supposed hit Staap on 
the head. He (Adams) then turned and 
ran, Staap following him up with the 
knife. Pie then called upon Trustcn to 
knock the damned son of a bitch down. 
Trusten then raado for Staap and after 
a shoi t tussel knocked him down Then 
followed an account of driving the cat- 
tle home. A coat was shown witness, 
having a cut in it, which he said was the 
coat Trustcn had on, on the morning of 
tho killing, while he was engaged in the 
tusscl with Staap 


Tho cross-examination by Mr. Crea 


was searching and thorough. The de- 
fence asked Adams ns to his motive in 
taking the brickbat with him from home 
which he threw at Staap 
Counsel for 


the people objected and the objection 
was sustained by the court. Adams was 
on tho stand for about three hours.

$1,000. His poor, abused wife begged 
that her property might be taken M se- 
curity and that her husband might not 
be suffered to go to jail. Her entreat- 
ies were in vain. Under the law her 
bond was not considered good when 
given for her husband, and as no one 
else offered to go the bail Thomas was 
sent to the county jail to await his pre- 
liminary examination next Monday.

Sheehan was sent to Joliet, and if the 
charges against Thomas are well sus- 
tained, he will also serve a term of years 
in the State penitentiary.
